| HEARING TELLS 
OF WHITE RATS 
MONEY MADNESS 


Throws Much Light on Nature 
of Investments 


Tells Freely of Many Losing 
Transactions 


Says Secret Strike Fund Was 
Maintained 


New York, Jan. 12.—Harry Mount- 
ford, secretary-treasurer of the White 
Rats Actors’ Union, was the bright par- 
ticular star at this week’s inquiry into 
the financial transactidns of the organ- 
ization. The Thursday hearing was 
omitted, but Mountford spent two hours 
yesterday revealing the manner in 
which the Rats had made investments 
which resulted disastrously. _Much of 
his testimony was of a sensational na- 
ture, especially his confession that a 
secret strike fund had been maintained. 

The latter confession came after 
Mountford had been telling how the 
money belonging to the Associated 
Actresses had been taken to help the 
union out of difficulties. The referee 
then inquired if the union had any 
right to take this money. Mountford 
replied: 

“Well, all the dues they collected 
were put in their own fund. That was 
a reserve fund that no one knew any- 
thing about. I don’t know how much 
there was exactly, but it was kept 
separate. It was the strike fund and 
we didn’t want any of our enemies to 
know anything about that fund.” 

It had been intended yesterday to 
eontinue the interrogation of Walter 
W. Waters, one of the original stock- 
holders of the White Rats’ Realty Cor- 
poration, who was on the witness 
stand when court adjourned last week 
Friday. It was announced, however, 
that Mr. Waters had been suffering 
from nervous prostration since the last 
hearing, so that the court was obliged 
to revise its schedule and call Mount- 
ford to the stand. 

Referee Schuldenfrei and Attorney 
Alvin T. Sapinsky began by question- 
ing Mountford regarding the various 
corporations in which the _ Actors’ 
Union was interested. 

Mountford said that The Associated 
Actors had been the mother company 
and all the subsidiary companies were 
dead. Among these were the Elmira 
Neystone Amusement Company, the 
Lancaster Amusement Company, the 
Independent Booking Agency of New 
York, the Independent Booking Agency 
of Chicago, and the Pennsylvania 
Amusement Co. Mountford went on

Loss Estimated at $40,000 in

Sun Bros.’ Circus, Wintering

..acon, Ga., Jan. 13.—The Georgia 
State Fair Association and the Sun 
Bros.’ Circus suffered a heavy loss 
Friday afternoon when a terrific tor- 
nado swept this section of the country.

EARLY CLOSING 
ORDER VIEWED 
AS REAL BLOW 
BY THEATER MEN 


Bay State Order Threatened 
Now in New York 


Will Cut Show Proceeds 25 
Per Cent, It Is Said 


New Yorkers Will Not Patron- 
ize 7 O’Clock Shows 


New York, Jan. 12.—At this writing 
there is every indication that it is a 
matter of only a few days before New 
York will be subjected to an early clos- 
ing order for theaters and other amuse- 
ment places such as has already gone 
into effect in Massachusetts. The 
probability that theaters will be obliged 
to comply with an order compelling 
them to close at 10 o’clock has filled 
theater men with new alarm, and many 
of them predict that such an order in 
New York would cut theater Seceipts 
twenty-five per cent. 

New York, declare theater men, is 
not an early theater town, and no con- 
ditions in the world can make it one. 
The tendency has all been made to 
make the opening hour at theaters 
later instead of earlier. Once 8:15 was 
the accepted time for all show open- 
ings, but the announced hour of open- 
ing is now 8:30 with many of them. 
This tendency to late theater going is 
so pronounced that efforts made in the 
line of 9 o’clock shows have met with 
success. The confirmed New Yorker 
likes to linger over his dinner. Under 
a 10 o'clock closing order for theaters 
it will become necessary to begin a 
show promptly at 7:15 at the latest. 
Under such a state of affairs the busi- 
ness man who wants to take in a show 
will have to hustle from his business 
to his dinner, cut his dinner short and 
make haste to the theater. Those who 
live far enough away so that much 
time is spent in travel will find scant 
time to get to the theater on time. The 
result will be, it is commonly predicted, 
that New Yorkers will come to look 
upon theatergoing as rather an arduous 
duty instead of recreation. 

How the New York theater men 
view the situation is indicated by the 
following interview from Lee and J. J. 
Shubert, when they learned of the or- 
der issued by the Fuel Administrator 
in Boston, and of the discussion which 
has arisen as to the advisability of tak- 
ing similar measures in New York. The 
Shuberts say: 

“The ten o’clock closing order in 
Boston will probably work no hard- 
ship, as the people go home from busi- 
ness earlier there than in New York,

Boston Amusement Places 


Given Orders To Close at 10 P.M.— 
Same Rule Applies in Portland, Me. 


Boston, Jan. 12—The following or- 
ders, given out by James J. Storrow, 
Fuel Administrator, to take effect next 
Monday, shall apply thruout Massa- 
chusetts: 

Theaters, moving picture houses, 
bars, bowling alleys, billiard halls, pub- 
lic and private dance halls, and all 
places of amusement, shall close at 10 
pm. Theaters and dance halls may 
open earlier than usual. 

Every night except Saturday shall 
be a “lightless night,” as defined by the 
United States Fuel Administrator's or- 
der of December 15, which order in 
brief states that business organizations 
are forbiddent to use interior electric 
Ights after closing, and all outside elec- 
tric lights except when necessary for 
the public safety or required by law. 
It also forbids so-called white-way, 
cluster or other decorative street light- 
ing. 


Westbrook, Me., Jan. 14.—To con- 
serve coal and light, J. C. Hamlen, 
Fuel Administrator, has requested all 
managers of theaters and _ picture 
houses in the city of Portland to end 
their entertainments not later than 10 
p.m. The orders went into effect today. 


Military Ban Removed 


Seattle, Jan. 12.—The military ban 
placed against 50,000 soldiers at Camp 
Lewis visiting Seattle November 22 
by General Greene was removed by 
Brigadier General Foltz on Thursday 
following a visit to the city by the 
head or the military police at the can- 
tonment. It is alleged that vice con- 
ditions here were responsible for the 
quarantine order. The raising of the 
ban brings a rush of soldiers here 
and correspondingly heavy increase in 
business at amusement places. Prior 
to the ban order three-fourths of the 
matinee crowds was composed of 
soldiers. 

Train service is again normal here, 
and regular schedules are maintained 
after two serious tieups on account of 
floods near here Wednesday.

Buffalo Cabarets To Close

New Ordinance Introduced 
Governing Cabarets in Paterson, N. J. 


Paterson, N. J., Jan. 12.—In an ordi- 
nance introduced last week at a meet- 
ing of the Board of Aldermen by AIl- 
derman Breen, a provision is made for 
regulation of local cabarets and for the 
elimination of certain objectionable 
features in them. Action will be taken 
January 21. 

The Breen ordinance provides that 
before any cabaret entertainment can 
be presented in any place where liquor 
is sold, a permit for the conduct of such 
form of entertainment must first be se- 
cured from the Board of Aldermen, that 
all performers in such licensed cabarets 
must perform upon a stage or plat- 
form, and must not mingle with 
patrons. It further provides a penalty 
of $50 for each and every violation of 
any of the provisions of the new or- 
dinance.

Chicago, Jam, 14.—The Palace bill emerged 
triumphant today from a most discouraging web 
of difficulties, It seems that blizzards within 
the last month bave developed a disconcerting 
habit of striking the show world at precisely 
the time when new bills are expected to ar- 
rive, demoralizing programs to such an extent 
thot it seems little more than mockery to print 
on elaborate list of names. It is not very 
-omforting for Mort Singer to face the realiza- 
non that feature act# have failed to arrive at 
the Palace and Majestic theaters, 

When the expedient of taking acts from the 
companion theater is resorted to it simply 
.erves to discourage patronage of the week's 
tailend, for few people who seo an act at the 
Palace Monday afternoon are likely to visit the 
Majestic later in the week and view it all over 
again, Today only one act was borrowed from 
the companion house, which, in view of the 
extraordinary situation, is excusable. If the 
week end blizzards continue the management will 
probably get so used to them that it will evolve 
other methods of meeting disappointments.

New York, Jan. 14—It was a beautiful day after a bitterly cold Sunday, 
but something seemed lacking in the drawing powers of the Palace this after- 
noon. There were many vacant seats thruout the entire performance. A 
‘peculiar feature of the program was the elimination of the intermission in 
order to conserve fuel. The talk of closing up the theaters for three days a 
week has caused much speculation among Broadwayites, but the Hearst- 
Pathe News Weekly in all probability does more good from a patriotic stand- 
point to benefit the country than the small amount that would be saved in 
coal by putting a crimp in the theaters. The arrangement of the acts on the 
program will evidently be changed by tonight. Frances Kennedy on her first 
appearance at the Palace and in a very difficult position probably did better 
than any recent new single act at the Palace, and the crowd today was far 
from easy; in fact, it seemed after the Bernhardt excitement to have lapsed 
to its usual indifference, except in one or two instances. 

No. 1—I’alace Orchestra, under the direction of Frederick F. Daab, played 
the early comers to their seats. 

No. 2—Hearst-Pathe News Weekly, with twenty million readers, still 
further helred in its patriotic endeavors. 

No. 3—McMahon, Diamond and Chaplow, in a singing, dancing and talk- 
ing novelty, opened the vaudeville excellently; in fact, did much better than 
the usual opening number. The Scarecrow number created surprise, and Mc- 
Mahon's Russian dancing went over big. They worked in two, with a special 
set for ten minutes, and took three bows.

No. 4—Frances Kennedy, in exclusive songs by ™ 
William B. Friedlander and Herbert Moore, created a ™ 
position in the artistic world for herself that in all 
probability has not been equaled by any single artist 
this season. In the most trying position on the bill she 
did wonders, and, of course, will be moved to a better 
position. Her ultra-refined, wholesome and inimitable 
personality caused waves cf joy to float all over the 
house, with a style that would have won Anthony from 
Cleopatra, and a voice that she knows how to use. She 
was easily the individual hit of the bill. She sang four 
songs, received six bows, an encore, and sang another 
song to unrestrained applause. Frances Kennedy’s 
, charm is going to win her a big niche in the hearts of 

all. 


No. 5—James C. Morton, assisted by Mamie Diamond, in a comic travesty, 
romped thru seventeen. minutes of nut humor and dancing. They started a 


little slow, and his dancing got the first hand. Diamond is a comedian of the 
type well lixed by the Palace audience. In full stage; four curtains and an 
encore. 


No. 6—Robert Edeson and Company, in Pearls, a sketch by W. W. Law- 
rence. But for Mr. Edeson’s personal popularity we are afraid that nothing 
much would be heard of this little playlet. It is as thin as air and devoid of 
any runch at the finish, which might have pulled it thru. Mr. Edeson is ex- 
cellent in a part that is not in keeping with his ability. He is supported by 
Dorothy, Arthur and John Robb. In full stage for twenty minutes; three 
curtains. 

No. -7—Julian Eltinge sang the same four songs that he used last week, 
with a new sown and a different bathing suit, which, however. did not seem 

as chic as tl.e one he wore last week, but it’s Eltinge and the folks seemed to 
be just as much enthused with this artist’s wonderful feminine impersonations 
as of yore. In one, for seventeen minutes, with four bows.

HARRY DE VEAUX EXPLAINS 


ee 


To the Editor of The Billboard: 

Would you grant me the courtesy of space to 
correct erreneous impressions that are being 
circulated by the late lamented staff of the un- 
fortunate White Rats aggregation—the campaign 
thunder of a few past members of the high 
sounding titled officials of the International 
Executive Board of the White Rats Actors’ 
Union of America; also the Asvociated Actresses 
of America, the White Rats’ Realty Company, 
the Lancaster Amusement Company, the Elmira 
\musement Company, the Keystone Amusement 
Company. the Associated Actors’ Company, the 
Mayer Publishing Company, and many other 
subsidiary and mysterious interlocking director- 
ates, all concentrated by Supreme Court pro 
cedure into the hands of the few who are so 
much Interested at this time in a claimed 
vietory at the Buffalo Convention of the Ameri- 
ean Federation of Labor just passed. 


So that the facts shall be plainly placed be- 
fore interested actors, and to avoid misconstruc- 
tions, the following should convince the most 
skeptical that the one big bloomer of the the- 
atrical year was the grand stand finale of the 
White Rats coterie: 

This is the decision of the convention: That 
all actors and actresses are requested to join the 
White Rats Actors’ Union and that the or- 
gavizers stand instructed to assist in bringing 
about this situation. 

Question Ne, 1: Admitting that the retention 
of the charter gives these men the right to con- 
tinue collecting money from actors if they are 
willing to give it up, what did they do with 
the charter during the past seven years? 

Question No, 2: What promises can these char. 
ter holders advance to the actors of this coun- 
try that the future bistory of the late lamented 
organization will be any more helpful to actors 


than the disgraceful finale suffered by the men 
and women who sacrificed time, work, money and 
reputation during the Loew strike fiasco? 


Question No. 3: Will these charter holders con- 
vince the managers that the actors and actresses 
who are now blacklisted shall be returned to 
their employment? 


If these questions can be answered satisfac- 
torily I say, yes, join and be bappy forever. 
Tut what actor or actress, with an act that can 
play, dare associate with those who have de- 
stroyed all semblance of organization for the 
actor? None. It would be theatrical suicide to 
again become allied with men whose activities 
have resulted in losing the clubhouse, the or- 
ganization’s membership, reputation and stand- 
ing, and brought it under a court investigation, 
the purpose of which is to compel an accounting 
of the vast sums given to the organization dur- 
ing its most active history, 


It would be well for the actors to know just 
how this Buffalo victory was won, so that they 
can, as @ guide for the future, draw the only 
inference possible at this time. 

In justice to James William FitzPatrick it 
must be said that it was he—and he alone— 
who obtained this decision. 

As an active opponent of the clique ruling the 
White Rats I personally did all in my power to 
assist In the election of FitzPatrick to the office 
of president, 1 was, in fact, aceused by Presi- 
dent Gompers, of the A. F. of L., of having 
been responsible for his election. I do know 
that I made out over one hundred ballots, given 
to me in person and mailed to me, all of which 
were cast by men who wanted reforms, This is 
what actually hanpened. 

After labor hearings extending over a period 
of more than six years—yearg barren of re- 
sult—three men were selected by the supreme 
court of the trades union movement—tbe Ex- 


ecutive Council of the A. F. of L. These men, | 


William Green, of the United Mine Workers; 
Frank Duffy, of the Brotherbood of Carpenters, 
and William lI’erbam, of the Railroad Teleg- 
raplers, were the representatives of the largest 
individual members of the federated trades. All 
of them were vice-presidents of the Executive 
Council and were backed by a membership of 
700,000 out of the 1,500,000 members of the A. 
F. of L. They reported that there should be a 
reorganization of the actors’ union. Fitzl*atrick 
and Mountford appealed the case, and the coun- 
cil sent Jobn B. Lennon, its treasurer, to make 
another investigation. He met the same wit- 
esses and heard the same testimony (except 
that added testimony was given by Mountford 
and some of the interested officials of the White 
Rats), and reported in opposition to the other 
committee. It was then up to the convention 
to decide. The matter was turned over to the 
most important committee of the convention, 
the Adjustment Committee, headed by Mr. 
O'Connell, another vice-president of the council. 
At the hearing before this committee Fitz 
latrick and Mountford attempted to influence 
the committee to report in their favor. To the 
complete surprise of everyone the committee. 
in itg report to the convention, sustained all 
we had been contending for, recommending that 
a thore reorganization of the actors’ union be 
effected to embrace all classes of entertainers, 
There 4s no qnestion but that this decision 
would have been accepted by the convention bad 
it not been for the events that followed. Mount- 
ford, taking the floor. cried for mercy, claiming 
the death of the White Rats if the report 
shonld be accepted. His appeal fell on deaf 
ears, for the real heads of the Federation knew 
that in the ceurse recommended by the com- 
= lay the ‘only hope for a real actors’ 
order, 

FitzPatrick delivered an attack the like of 
which had never been heard at an A. F. of L. 
convention. Fe charged that all who we-e op- 
posed to the White Rats retaining the charter 
were United Booking Office representatives and 
that they were under pay from this same soiree. 
The delecates, tired and hungry after an all- 
day session, by an aye vote put FitzPatrick’s 
effort over. 


But watch the after effect. We had 16.000 
ont of 24.000 votes of the Federation pledged 
on roll call. The president, Mr. Gompers. claims 
that he heard no demand for a roll call. This 
is quite probable for there was much confusion 
and a rush of delegates to get to their hotels. 


The next convention meets six months after 
instead of the usual year. and they were given 
six months to make good—making June 1 the 
period to produce the WHITE RATS as a real 
actors’ order. 

You have the cause of the so-called VICTORY. 
Now let me give you its effect: As I was not a 
seated delegate I bed no right to the floor and 
could not refute the charges uttered by F'tz- 
Patrick against me, by which he gained the 
sympathy of the delegates, who knew nothing 
of the fa-ts. I had to stand the gaff in Buffalo, 
but the reaction set in immediately after. In 
fact, whatever chance the clique had they have 
forfeited, for long before the next convention it 
will be proven conclusively that the convention 
was m'sied. My silence since the convention 
wis not br any means a confession of weakness 
upon my part. 

When we geet thru with the court investiga- 
tion 1 have no hesitation in predicting that ex- 
enuses will be in order, not from me. bt from 
the White Rats officials. When the committee of 
the New York Central Federated Union shall 
have completed its investigation of the chargeg 
made by YlitzPatrick. others, not 1, will have 
some explaining to do. and in the interval I 
don’t think any actor who has any common sense 
left will be foolish enough to assist the clique 
in its effort to save its face. They are using 
every scheme possible to obtain money from the 
actor. If they can succeed, any progressive 
effort to get real justice and conditions for the 
working artist is abortive. 

If the actor intends to allow some men who 
are unable to sell their wornout acts to force 
their personalities upon the employers upen the 
strength of the support given by actors who play 
for a living—not actors who want jobs as labor 
agitators. local and district so-called organizers, 
branch secrefaries, all to be paid out of the 
earnings of the working actor—then any effort 
is futile and conditions must remain as at pres- 
ent. 

As a final warning, if you value your employ- 
ment, if you want your profession to be re- 
spected, if you have not learned your lesson 
from the lessons of the past, then again rush 
headlong into the desert of failure you have just 
waded thru, but, remember, when you again find 
yourselves minus all hope for success, it 1s all 


of your own moking. If you must follow false 


prophets you must stand the consequences. The 
men who are trying to again induce you to 
throw your lot with theirs have nothing to lose 
but all to gain. If you want to be the fall guy. 
go to it, but blame no one but yourselves when 
the same old thing happens in the same old way.

POOR OLD CHICAGO 


Chicago, Jan. 12.—Those Thespians who, while 
in Chicago, found pleasure in a little game 
of billiards at Mussey’s, Leffingwell’s, Bensing- 
er’s, Krueger's, Burdick’s or Foley's may be 
treated to a jolting surprise upon returning to 
the Windy City. This {fa all because Major 
Funkhouser, Second Deputy of Police, whose ac- 
tivity in motion picture circles has brought him 
a peculiar sort of fame and has been the source 
of no end of legal action, discovered a city or- 
dinance requiring that “A free and unobstructed 
view of the interior of any such billiard or pool 
room shall be had from the street and exterior 
of such billiard or pool room.”’ 

The Major claims that the wording is subject - 
to only one interpretation and that billiard halls 
situated above the street level will soon become 
extinct unless the City Council takes some ac- 
tion. The frony of the situation lies In the fact 
that practically all the pretentious, beautifully 
equipped bitliard establishments occupy upper 
floors, whereas the more undesirable type are 
situated on lower floor quarters, The ordinance 
alluded to was passed in 1911, but was never 
etrictly enforced. 

The owners of the billiard halls intend to re- 
sort to legal action if necessary. The attitude 
which the Council has taken regarding cabarets 
convinces most of them that the quasi reform 
wave which has taken hold of the City Council! 
makes it unsafe to hope for any clemency from 
that direction.

This Form of Amusement To Open Door to New- 
comers for Season 1918-"19—Feel Need of 
New Talent To Replace Performers Who 

- Have Outlived Their Usefulness 


New York, Jan. 12.—When burlesque termin- 
ates its present season and prepares to enter 
upon its next season's career many of the good 
old standbys will have to scuffle about for new 
jobs, and will learn much to their surprise that 
their contract with their present employers is 
not a life one. There are many comedians in 
burlesque today who are trading on their past 
popularity. Their one time ability is gone, their 
ginger is a dead quantity and they are simply 
tolerated. They have had their day. 


There are prima donnas who haye made names 
for themselves in the past, but whose reputa- 
tion cannot much longer sustain them. Their 
voices are gone, their fascinating qualities are 
missed and they bring but litle to tbeir roles 
but the memory of an ancient fitness, Producers 
lave at last come to realize that comedians and 
prima donnas, like baseball pitchers and race 
horses, enjoy a period of greatness and that then 
their talents wane. Tbe writer knows of five 
former burlesque celebrities who are slated to 
go from their present ewployers at the end of 
this season, and it is doubtful if other producers 
en the Columbia or American wheel will take 
them up. They will most likely drop into the 
ranks of the burlesque stock companies, where 
they will find remunerative work for some years 
to come,

Ought To Be 
A Candid Statement of What’s Wrong 


With a Society That Many Victims 
Deem All Right 


“Tlie who enters a court of equity must come 
in with clean hands.’’ (Simplification of the 
“Legal Golden Rule.’’) 

What's the matter with the Music Publishers’ 
Protective Association? This is a vital question, 
because many interests are simultaneously af 
fected. Performers, by very definition, want to 
know. Publishers, in order to remain in bus 
iness, ought to know. After scrutinizing the sur- 
face and concealed activities of this associa- 
tion for a long time (terminating with an in- 
vestigation) I am in a position to say things 
which I want to get to as quickly as possible. 
The less rhetoric 1 indulge in the better my story 
will sound. I set out to get facts and I want tu 
see them printed, unadorned. 

We've got the range— we've got the ammuni- 
tion —so let the big guns roar! If those hit are 
bodily injured let us hope the:r souls will be 
purified, One institution, a leech that sucks 
the blood out of the unsuspecting association (a 
sheet which conceals its natural yellow ia a coat 
of green) has no soul and very little body. So 


perhaps it feels that it's immune. We shall 
see. 
But to revert to our main story: What's the 


matter with the music publishers’ association? 
Here's the answer}; 


1—There aren't enough publishers in it to 
make it truly representative. 2—Men in its 
membership qualified to assert leadership have 
proved reeds swuying at the mercy of political 
tricksters. 3—Performers’ claims to considera 
tion are studiously ignored, the hapless singer's 
trimming being secoud only to that bestowed 
upou the unsuspecting publisher. 4—The officers 
are figureheads, representing others, and sv 
forth, and so on, until the figureheads merge in 
a power which bas no interest in music publish 
ing, save at second or third band. This gives 
politicians and svlf seekers a splendid chance to 
get in their dirty work. 5—In an effort to se 
cure and maintain power it wields a club that 
works injustice to those without the ranks of 
the association. 


Tiow can these wrongs be righted? By get- 
ting enongh publishers into the membership lists 
to make it a really representative association; 
by permitting the ‘‘brains’’ of the music publish 
ing business to conduct its destinies; and by 
putting the soft pedal upon internal and external 
blackmail (a suggestion which will be explained 
later). 

The publishers now in the association mean 
well; likewise the vaudeville managers, from 
whom the real powers of the association are de- 
rived. But there are others, ‘“‘playing both ends 
against the middle,’’ who do not mean well and 
who are seeking nothing further than individual 
gain. Publishers in it support the association 
sheerly because it is the first venture along 
this line that has ‘‘stuck.’’ Managers are in 
terested purely because it has done away with 
the annoyance of having acts which start out 
with one set of songs change numbers because 
of financial considerations, 

This is as far as the association gocs in its 
good work. Enthusiastic members and backers 
will tell you that its chief value lies in the fact 
that it has accomplished the discontinuation of 
act-paying. This is sheer nonsense. Act- paying, 
as previously conducted, reached a point neces- 
sitating its discontinuance or the doom of popu 
lar music publishing. Inasmuch as publishers 
were bound to protect their investments, act- 
paying had to stop. The latest association, con 
ceived by selfish individuals outside of the pub. 
lishing field, would have failed like the many 
that went before, publishers openly expressing 
dissatisfaction because of the inability to make 
hits, but the war came along, made hit-making 
easy and saved the day for the association—and 
its self-seeking inspirers, 

The fact that good posts in the association 
were awarded to people who assisted in over- 
coming the White Rats, thus demonstrating tal- 
ent in outwftting performers, has nothing 
to do with the good or bad of the asso- 
ciation and merely served to emphasize the co-

iDEAS—GOOD AND BAD 


It is generally conceded that song writing is mainly a matter of ideas. Song writers yie 
with one another to produce songs in which novel ideas are promulgated. What strikes you as 
absurd in the ‘“‘raw’’ amateur’s offering may be an exposition of exceptional energy in evolving 
novel ideas. The amateur most likely to succeed is not the one who produces songs based on 
jiueas that have been worked frequently, but the one who can evolve something new, no matter 
low ridiculous it may seem. Before laughing at the amateur’s nonsensical output take a 
‘slant’? at some of the outlandish ideas incorporated in the offerings of experienced writers. It 
may serve to eradicate much of your initial prejudice.

Both Feist and Remick were eager to get bol! 
of the Forster catalog, inasmuch ag they realized 
that in addition to several popular numbers over 
the 10-cent counters the Chicago publisher suc- 
ceeded im launching Missouri Waltz, deemed 
the most successful 30-cent number published 
in years. Feist, because of successive changes 
in his song writing staff, due to the fact that 
high paid writers failed to ‘“‘deliver,’’ has 
deemed it best to purchase numbers which other 
firms have succeeded in popularizing. Tho this 
requires qa vast outlay of capital the Feist man- 
agement believes it is better than being forced 
to ‘“‘take a back seat.” 

Forster left Chicago today for a two weeks" 
vacation. Upon his return he will re-establish 
a New York office and get into the game as 
vigorously as ever. One reason whic* is said 
to have prompted his intention to desert the 
publishing field was the fact that his principal 
composer, Abe Olman, recently enlisted in the 
army.

versed in picayune politics understand this; it’s 
a case of “You know what I dune in makin’ ye 
sevator, John, so remember me for that postmas- 
tership,”” brought to a field that should be 
above such cheap politics. Interesting stories 
are tokd regarding the manner in which this 
representative (an advertising solicitor) got into 
the good graces of the more powerful publishers 
now in the association. He suggested a plan 
for turning drug stores into music shops—a plan 
whieh cost the plucky publisher who took the 
chance something like half a million dollars, 
There is an element of humor in the fact that 
a publisher will cling to a man who bands him a 
benebead idea. 

The trade paper entered upon the scene when 
the idea of protecting the publisbers thru the 
protective association already evolved by vaude- 
ville wanagers was originally conceived of, be- 
cause somebody pointed out that the formation 
of a strong publishers’ association would mean 
mere money for advertising outlay, inasmuch 
as fortunes previously paid performers would be 
saved. When ibe association was perfected 
the trade paper, because of the position of its 
representative, made a drive for ‘official organ" 
recognition. This was not forthcoming because 
the publishers remembered the manner in which 
the same paper had faced bankruptcy a few 
years ago, when the vaudeville magnates now 
controlling it bad become angered, withdrawing 
support, which was not re-establisbed until the 
recaleltrant editor was chastised to a point 
where he agreed to accept dictation. They knew 
‘culation is not built up in a season, tho ad- 
vertising may be secured by influencing people 
who are willing to pay for bushing the voice of 
© medium, which reaches an easily influenced 
class So the “official organ’ stunt seemed des 
tined to fall thru when the representative who

the big publisher got a little business from him 
on a sympathy plea (some saying that the pub- 
lisher had purchased stock in the trade paper 
enterprise when the drug-store scheme looked 
good), and this show of ability to induce one 
publisher to advertise soon got others. Those 
who refused were subjected to inimical com- 
ment thru reviews of acts using their material, 
and thus whipped into line. Later the idea of 
matching one publisher against the other on the 
amount of space used was worked out, enhanced 
by tbe fact that the advertising solicitor was 
a member of the Board of Governors of the pub- 
lishere’ association—some publisbers feeling cer 
tain that his influence would go far toward con- 
doning abuses of the association's rigid by-laws. 

Even today, after the war retrieved the stand- 
ing of the asseriution, many big publishers re- 
volt at the “official organ” idea, preferring to 
place their advertising according to various me- 
diums’ actual ability to reach performers. They 
know that a paper. which has antagonized per- 
formers by switching policy at a time when 
financial pressure was brought to bear is not 
likely to reach the real song seekers. Some are 
beginning to realf€e that if the paper really was 
a representative circulation, the use of abnorm- 
ally large space is not essential. Others want to 
know why some get one rate on space, whereas 
lexs-favored publishers get another. That por- 
twn of the New York ring of publishers which 
has been most faithful to the ‘‘official organ’’ 
proposition is beginning to view the few replies 
received from lavish expenditure in a questioning 
manner, wondering why so many publishers who 
never used the pseudo official-organ are enabled 
to “do business as usual.” 

This questioning is bound to have good results 
ultimately. The nucleus of association will grow 
into sometbing worth while. Like all healthy 
growths it will involve the destruction of hungry 
leeches, which will mean the end of blackmail 
and the beginning of a better era for all right- 
minded influences concerned. 


CHARLES K. HARRIS 


Says the Song Is the net and He 
Ought To Kno 


New York, Jan, 12.—Charles K, Harris, the 
well known song writer and music publisher, 
said the other day: ‘‘The singing profession 1s 
just commencing to realize just what I have 
always maintained, that the song is the thing. 
Costumes, scenery, dancing, dialog, etc., are 
all mght in their way, but without «@ real sohg 
hit to brighten up their act it will fall fiat. 
Special numbers have been tried and found 
wanting. They mean nothing to an audience, 
except to bore them; but just as soon as a 
real heart-story song is sung how soon the 
audience wakes up to applaud the singer I 
tell professionals to give the audience what it 
wants and not what they want, and you will 
see how quickly they become favorites. Rut just 
try to cram down their throats a lot of medi- 
ocre or wornout songs and see bow quickly your 
act will flop. And don’t you blame this con- 
dition of things on the orchestra, the msrager 
or the ushers, or even a cold audience for the 
blame is all on yourself for being too lazy or 
careless to get up in some new, up-to-date songs, 
The composers and writers of songs are lying 
awake nights getting up new ideas for you, 
so why not appreciate their efforts by singing 
the songs that fit four act? If it calls for a 


jazz, sing it: a high-class ballad, give it to 
them; a heart-story or a march number, sing 
that. In fact, my advice is to sive your 
people out in front what you think your acts 
need in the way of singing material.’ 

Charles K. Harris has written and composcd 
and just placed on the market for tne first of 
the New Year crop a line of songs that will ‘it 
any kind of singer, and will guarantee a hit. 
If professionals are looking for a big hit «n the 
heart-story type go into his office, or write, aud 
look over Is There a Letter for Me. If you 
are looking for a distinct novelty number with 
catchy music When the Cherry Trees Are Bloom- 
ing (in Japan). He ‘thas lets of others 
among his old favorites that are still popular 
On the circuits, too.

New York, Jan. 12.—Girl of My Heart, the 
new musical play, published by Stern, Is to 
open at the Duquesne Theater, Pittsburg, Janu- 
ary 14, for a run of three weeks. Piano copies 
are ready and now on sale in Pittsburg. Among 
the prinepal numbers are Girl of My Heart, 
Linger by the Fountain, You Mustn't Fish tn 
My Fishpond, and I Want a Husband.

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An Interview With Madam Matzenauer 


Madam ‘Margaret Matzenauer, leading coz- 
tralto of the Metropolitan Opera House, New 
York, lives at No. 12 East Seventy-fifth street 
in that city. Last Friday her maid came shiv- 
ering to the door. ‘‘Had an appointment with 
the Madam at 11 a.m. for an interview,’ said 
The Billboard concert man. ‘‘An appointment 
for an interview?’’ said the maid with rising 
inficction, looking the caller over as much as 
to say she thought both the Madam and myself 
a little nutty with nothing else to do in such 
weather. 


Madam soon appeared from regions above, 
coming down with a thick, warm shawl over 
her shoulders. ‘I can’t receive you this morn- 
ing,’’ said the lady pleasantly, but as she said 
it the maid appeared in the hall again carrying 
an oil stove. *‘Come in here,’ said Madam 
Matzenaner, ushering me into a comfortably 
furnished living room. ‘‘Perhaps this oil stove 
will keep us warm for a few minutes.’”’ And 
as The Billboard man sat down with all of his 
outdoor clothes on Madam hugged the little oil 
stove and told her coal story. Even prima 
donnas have them in New York now—forty-five 
tons of coal gone before midwinter, everyone 
shivering, and only Mr. McAdoo’s promises giv- 
ing hope. 

But a small matter like a coal shortage 
couldn’t scare a Billboard man whose landlord 
at Forty-second and Broadway hadn’t furnished 
heat in the offices for over a week. 

“Well, Madam,”® said The Billboard inter- 
viewer, bracing himself for the attack, ‘‘now 
that America is the hub of the world’s music, 
will we be able to maintain this musical su- 
premacy after the war?’’

“You said you had recently been to the Pa- 
cific Coast on a concert tour,’’ said The Bill- 
board man. ‘“‘Do you like California?’’ ‘“‘I do, 
for it is a very interesting country,’ replied 
Madam. ‘‘More interesting there than coming 
home and finding forty-five tons of coal gone 
and such weather as this to face and no more 


«oul to be bad. My mother and father live with 
mec, and mother fell recently and severely in- 
jured her shoulder—a cold house is not the best 
place for hastening recovery.”’ 

“You have one child?’’ ventured The Bill- 
board man, determined to practice ‘‘science’’ on 
the Madam and lead her to see that heat and 
cold were mere delusions of the ‘‘mortal mind”’ 
(for a week The Billboard man, without heat in 
his office, had been trying to ‘‘con’’ himself into 
that belief, and he thought if he could get the 
Madam to believe it with him in union there 
might be conviction).

Every 
inch of space in the house was taken, and hun- 
dreds of extra chairs were filled. 

The program was evidently what Sunday 
nighters want, as no less than ten artists as- 
sisted the Metropolitan orchestra in presenting 
it. Claudia Muzio, Helene Kanders, Mabel Gar- 
rison, Sophie Breslau, Victoria Boshko, Morgan 
Kingston, Pietro Audisio, Fernando Carpi, Mario 
Laurenti and Jose Mardones participated in the 
program. 

The concert last Sunday night was not nearly 
so generous as to the number of artists who 
took part in it. Marie Conde, with a beautiful 
little soprano voice which registered "way up 
in the high Cs, rendered some very pleasing 
numbers, and Signor Martinelli was as well re- 
eeived as usual by his many admirers. Marvine 
Maazel appeared as piano soloist. 

The Metropolitan Sunday night concerts are 
about the only real Sunday night concerts given 
in New York, as most of the others furnished 
under that name are mere or less vaudeville 
shows, Such shows should not be given under 
the guise of concerts without permitting all of 
the legitimate theaters in New York to run on 
Sunday nights. ' 


CHICAGO OPERA BUMPED

aren is a mistake—a blunder. All plays 
that violate the conventions and even those that 
are merely daring or unduly frank and candid 
in discussing sex are a mistake, especially for 
art theaters, which are supposed to stand for 
urt first, Art with a big A, a truer art than the 
commercial theater provides. 


The little theaters run altogether too much to 
this sort of thing, and the tendency is inviting 
discredit for a movement that in its beginning 
looked highly promising, because it is a cheap 
way of attracting patronage. Such plays are 
cheap and inartistic, as was the Shilling Shocker 
in the early days of English story telling or our 
own dime novel of a generation ago. It is pot- 
boiling— pandering to the curiosity of the young 
and ignorant and as sordid in its way as selling 
patent medicine, 


You can not analyze, explain or understand 
sex impulse. It just is and that is all there is 
to it. All plays represented as expository are 
falsely represented. No one is ever enlightened 
or the least bit edified by disquisition. 


The curiosity of the young is perfectly natural, 
even in a way pathetic, but it can not be grat- 
ified and these that cater to it knowingly are 
little better than sharpers, tricksters or cheats. 
Their concern is for coin—not art. 


Karen, as a play, if we exclude its erotic 
contents, mule allowance for its unfamiliar 
locale and concede the verity of its characters 
(:ho none of us is Lkely to claim he under 
siands a nature such as Kristen's) will get by. 
but it is not great. It is dramatic enough, but 
it is also too balky and somber—three acts un- 
reLeved Ly a s.nmgie ray of comedy, 

The players are surprisingly competent. There 
is no actor in New York who could play Kristen 
better than does Frank Conroy. He is patently 
a master of the subtler theatrical technique and 
develops an idea or a character (in Karen both) 
dramatically and vividly. Time and agalu he 
was interrupted with outbursts of hearty and 
spontaneous applause. 


Grace Henderson, as Cecile, the wife and 
mother, and Miss Marinoff, in the title role, both 
rendered consistent and convincing interpreta- 
tons. We shall hear more (much more) of 
these two artists. Ability such as theirs can 
not long escape wide recognition. 


Mr. Macauley also acquitted himself with 
credit. He is a real and capable actor. So is 
Mr. Meltzer, altho his opportunities were very 
limited. 


Miss Fareleigh did what little she had to do 
competently, and Mary Pyne proved that slic 
can if ever chance offers. 


As a whole the company is surprisingly good. 
Work such as theirs can not fail to be a strong 
Loost for the Little Art Theater movement, but 
the selection of plays like Karen will go far 
toward nullifying it. 

Calling a spade a spade may be art, but call- 
ing it a ‘“‘godam shovel’’ is not. Leaving noth- 
ing to the imagination is distinctly inartistic, 
and examinations and dissections of morbid 
minds, however fascinating they may be to spe 
cialists, as psychotherapy, are ill adapted to the 
stage.-WATCHE.

Almost every player who has applied for a 
port, even tho he or she may have been the selec- 
tien of a well-informed agent, has met with this 
rather perplexing rebuff. And almost ‘every 
player who takes his work seriously and who 
believes a good performance not a matter of 
inches or of pounds or even of complexion has 
roiled against managers in general or in par- 
ticular for their folly in attempting to cast 
plays with types. 

As a matter of fact, very few managers or 
egsting directors in the legitimate do believe in 
For the most part they have all given 
the type system a trial, following the lines of 
jeast resistance, and discovered that by engag- 
ing a cast of types they had to let out at least 
two thirds of their people during the first few 
days of rebearsals and then had to hustle to 
‘ind a few actors. But if a few good selections 
are hit upon accidentally the experiment may 
prove well worth while if the particular types 
that happen to meet the nonphysical require- 
ments of their particular parts should chance to 
be types of a species less expensive than play- 
ers of proven ability. ‘Ten dollars saved on a 
part means hundreds in the course of a season, 
and a casting director who succeeds in getting 
by with a few finds stands a good chance of 
earning his salary. 

In dealing with players with whose work the 
casting director happens to be unfamiliar the 
matter of type must necessarily figure very 
prominently in the consideration of an individua: 
for a part, for the power of detecting histrionic 
abilities in the casuul sort of meeting that takes 
place when jobs are discussed in our business 
requires an intuition that few are blessed with. 
ut type is not merely a matter of physical 
proportions or coloring—voice, diction, bearing 
and demeanor have a great deal to do with find- 
ing your index number in the mental catalog. 

But, for the most part, the word ‘‘type’’ is 
merely a managerial subterfuge. It is so much 
easier for the casting director to say “‘You are 
not the type’’ than it is for him to state that 
he does not think the applicant able to play the 
pert. And that is the real reason why the hated 
expression is heard in almost every managerial 
ofice in town, Give the real manager credit for 
a little common sense. He knows us well as we 
all do that 63 inches of girl, weighing exactly 
115 pounds, can not necessarily put a touch of 
heartbreak in a moving scene just because she 
happens to have nice yellow hair. He does 
know, however, that she can't, if she happens 
to be hard or metallic, and he tells her she isn’t 
the type rather than to be discourteous, tho the 
girl that he may afterwards enguge may be the 
physical replica of the one rejected. 

“You’re not the type’’ really is a lot safer 
than “the part's been filled,"’ if the latter hap- 
pens not to be the truth, and it means practically 
the sume thing. It's Just an effort on some 
one’s part to save some one else's fevlings. And 
for that reason it isn’t altogether justifiable to 

ule managers who use it, and it is positive 
folly to believe that managers do go by type 
exclusively, and to attempt to meet his fancied 
requirements by off-stage acting, makeup or de- 
ception, Many an actress has been fooled into 
making herself look tall or short, or stout or 
slim, or old or young, because some other ap- 
plicant had been told that she was too short or 
tall or too something else to fit the type re- 
quired. There are frequent cases, of course, 
where the manuscript creates physical require- 
ments for the interpreting players, and others 
where a partially selected cast necessitates 
plysical restrictions in the selection of the others 
for the sake of contrast or balance. But the 
type question is nut to be taken too seriously.

Salary slicing seems to be the order of the 
day, but as yet it has not apparently won the 
full support of those who are asked to submit 
to the operation. The necessity for it has been 
universally apparent, the salary list and the 
royalties being about the only items of expense 
that can be subjected to reduction at a time 
when the so-called margin of profit is conspicu- 
ous by its absence, But still there remain play- 
ers who honestly feel that on the strength of 
past performances they should be paid some- 
thing in excess of the fair remuneration for a 
good performance of a given part, said excess 
to constitute the player’s share of the money 
that he personally draws into the box-office by 
virtue of his individual drawing powers. Let 
us suppose that the player in question asks $250 


ties have been made and the $100 in extra salary 
charged off to expense. Very few actors have 
an individual drawing power of $300 a week, 
week in and week out. And even should it 
figure out about this way in this particular case, 
it is doubtful business wisdom to risk an un- 
necessary hundred weekly on the gamble of mak- 
ing an extra twenty or thirty. 


We have indulged in this bit of mathematics 
solely because in discussing the current practice 
of reducing salaries because of the abnormal de- 
pression we have several times heard the re- 
mark: “I was worth what I was getting be- 
eause I drew that much to the box-office.”’ It 
never was “because I drew three times that 
much to the box-office." And in a season when 
the most eminent of our stars can play to two 
hundred-dollar houses very few players. draw 
three times their salaries to the box-office in- 
dependently of the degree of success of the play 
in which they happen to be appearing.

But, as 
a rule, he does not realize that in the event that 
by reason of his presence in the cast $100 more 
is brought in thru the box-office window than 
might have been the case had an absolute new- 
comer been playing the part the manager will 
ly no means have been reintbursed for his ad- 
ditional outlay. In the first place the manager 
receives only the attraction’s share of the gross 
receipts—in New York one-half of the money 
taken in, less the war tax. Then the manager 
has to pay from five to ten per cent of the gross 
receipts in author’s royalties. And so to justify 
the asking of am extra hundred dollars for the 
use of his name the actor must expect to draw 
personally, independently of the play, something 
like $240 every week, exclusive of war tax, be- 
fore the manager breaks even on his excess in- 
vestment. And as he may be entitled to a lib- 
eral profit on an fhvestment of this sort it 
should be made clear that an additional weekly 
business of $300 in this particular case wonld 
mean a matagerial profit of from $20 to $35,

* 'WHO WAS THE FIRST? 


Editor The Billboard: 


I have been reading with pleasure the articles 
in the Repertoire column of the ‘‘Trouper’s 
Friend” as to who was the first manager to 
present a repertoire of plays in a canvas port- 
able theater. One of the first managers that I 
can remember who attempted to play three-night 
and week stands under canvas was J. Al Saw- 
telle. who some twenty-five years ago toured the 
Eastern States in the summer with a large or- 
ganization known as the J. Al Sawtelle Dramatic 
Company. At that time he carried some twenty- 
five people, including a band and orchestra, and 
played the smaller cities of the East. This, I 
believe, was the first company that made an 
established rule to play three-night and week 
stands under canvas and present standard 
dramas, with vaudeville between acts. Prior 
to that I believe there were organizations that 
toured the country, offering Uncle Tom's Cabin 
and Ten Nights in a Bar Room, but to attempt

Views With Alarm the Entrance of Lyceum Pro- 
fession Into the Field of the Theater 


The following is from an article written by 
Elias Day, and published in the January issue 
of The Platform. It has much of merit in it, 
and more of mirth, so we are glad to give it 
further circulation. It is aimed at The Bill- 
board, and for that reason we want our readers 
to see what objection there is to the work that 
The Billboard is dving, 


“1 view with alarm the entrance of our pro- 
fexsion into the field of the theater. The pro- 
duction of plays, comic opera and real vaude- 
ville acts, unless especially adapted for the 
platform, will put us ia direct competition with 
the other forms of amusements, and we will 
suffer. The lyceum has a distinct place in 
community life, and it has lived during the 
past sixty years thru its honest attempt to fill 
this want, a want that was not filled by the 
theatrical profession. The line between the 
theater and lyceum is so impalpable that only 
the experienced can discern it, but it is there, 
a wal! as strong as the walls of China, and a 
breach in this wall sounds the death of the 
lyceum as a profession.”’ 

Mr. Day is telling the truth, there is a wall, 
and he is an experienced judge of the adaman- 
tine quality of its construction. We sow him 
twice when he tried to buck said wall with a 
pro.uction of his own. Aa, yes, the geutlewan 
speaks the truth, there is a barrier; but there 
is also a breach, yea, there are many breaches 
in that wall. Still the old lyceum and chan- 
taugua lives, and a few like Brother Elias 
view with alarm long after the convention had 
adjourned. We once heard George Glazier say 
that the reason he would not book Mr, Day for 
lyceum engagements was that he “viewed with 
alurm’’ the tendency to mix the lyceum and the 
theatrical business. But Mr. Day and a lot 
of others kept right on with their grease paint 
and show actor costumes, until today these 
things are a part of the paraphernalia of our 
profession. And the lyceum still lives. 

Mr. Day says: “I also view with alarm the 
entrance of our literature into theatrical papers 
and the reports on attractions from small towns 
to these papers. We have a literature of our 
own. We have a field of our own, and this 
field must not be infringed on by any other 
profe. sion, nor can we in justice to the other 
professions peach on their preserves.’’ 

Ob, Lizzie! Isn’t it awful for these small 
towns to think of having the nerve to try to 
say whether the attractions which they bought 
Pleased them or not? Think of urbanity trying 
to pass judgment on temperamentality. The 
records show that Mr, Day once figured in those 
committee reports, but that was when he was 
an artist. Now he is a teacher and a coach. 

Committeemen in the small towns should scan 
well all the circulars when the lyceum agents 
are trying to sell a course and see if any of 
the attractions are of the numerous ones coached 
aud put out by Elias Day. If there are, just 
rewember when you buy them that Mr. Day 
views with alarm the fact that you may want 
ie report from this, your own little small town, 
just how these attractions please your audi- 
ence. Now is the time for you to settle that 
problem. 

Just a word for the small town committee re- 
ports. One of the first small towns to report had 
had from two to four lecture courses a year 
for twenty-five years, and a chautauqua during 
the last few years, and one of the best teach- 
ers’ institute courses in the State. What did 
the committee report show there? It showel 
that a bureau had sold it an attraction that 
had not even been organized, The County Super- 
intendent, who bought the attraction, has since 
snid that at least fifty other lyceum courses 
in the State had bought that same unorganized 
attraction. When the fact was made known 
thru The Billboard Committee Reports some of 
the other County Superintendents are said to 
have canceled their entire course with this 
bureau. 

Tse Billboard is glad to print what the small 
towns think of the kind of talent some of these 
iurcsus are selling them, For instance, a 
lurcau sold an attraction at a certain town 
sud gave the attraction a collecting order on 
ine committee for $100, The committee paid the 
attraction $20, Our reports showed that that 


] 


attraction was not able to give a satisfactory 
entertainment even in the ‘‘small towns.’’ The 
®mall towns harbor so much horror that the 
goose pimples come out to haunt the very soul 
of a real artist, as said one-is forced tv go to 
these awful villages to collect the filthy lucre. 

All the bureaus ask the committees to report 
to the bureau on the attractions, but The Bill. 
board report is the only one that asks the com- 
mittee to report so that all other committee- 
wen may see just how that attraction pleases. 
No other committee ever sees a report that goes 
to a bureau, while our reports are published 
for the good of the cause. The first ones to 
suffer as a result of this system are the hand- 
made companies—the kind that a buresu makes 
up with students from its own gchovl. Real 
professional people will be benefited by these 
committee reports, but schools will have to hunt 
a new outlet for their students when the habit 


that this company had not been organized. This 
company, Superintendent Freeland says, was 
sold for probably fifty dates in Pennsylvania. 
When The Billboard spread the news all over 
Pennsylvania that this company had not been 
organized the various county superintendents 
got busy and began to rearrange their programs. 
Some county superintendents even canceled their 
entire course in order to book attractions that 
they knew would appear. These facts, Superin- 
tendent Freeland says, were discussed at their 
recent State Teachers’ Meeting. 

It’s too bad that all County Superintendents 
don’t see that these reports are for their pro- 
tection. Each institute should report.

“Miss Parsons was advertised in all of our lit- 
erature, booklets and newspaper advertising as 
the attraction for that night and it is untrue 
to state that her failure was due to the people 
having any thought that Miss Stahl was orig- 
inally booked for the place. Miss Stabl had 
never been engaged, neither had there been any 
effort to get her for that time!’’ Wonder where 
our Friend Brooks obtained that information? 
We will be glad to have the facts, friends,

It is said that this now “most popular man 
in Camp Sherman” is suffering with writer's 
cramp, having a hard time to catch up with 
his correspondence, as his soldier friends, who 
have acted as secretaries for him, have given 
it up as a hopeless task. 

Young Cunningham, ,who was a _ former 
Waynesburg boy, has written one of bis friends, 
saying that he received 1,000 remembrances 
in the three days preceding Christmas. This 
brings his total up to 5,000 in all. Not bad 
for a homeless wanderer, Is it? ‘*Dode’’ said 
in a recent letter received by his friend, Charlle 
Sutton, of Waynesburg: “If anyone is doubtful 
about the power of newspaper advertising just 
tell them that I can furnish plenty of food for 
thought along that Une which may convince 


them that there is no limit to the possibilities 


of this great force. When I asked an old news- 
paper friend what was the reason for this in- 
tiow of mail, all directed to “The Lonesomest 
Man in Camp Sherman,’ he said: “That ceporter 
had something to advertise.’ ’’

In his management of a chautauqua circuit 
Dr, Hill says he bas found no lack of good mu- 
siclans, but there has been a lack of those whw 
know how to reach mixed audiences with their 
art. A new department of the school will un- 
dertake to bridge the gap between fine technique 
and popular entertainment. 

“For some time,’’ says Dr. Hill, ‘‘our Chau- 
tauqua Bureau has felt the need of some such 
affiliation as we will now enjoy. Our chautau- 
qua business reaches over nine States, and we 
furnish hundreds of towns with concerts, lec- 
tures and entertainmeat which they demand and 
we desire to be of the highest artistic ability. 

“Cheap attractions and poor talent are plenti- 
ful, but undesirable. The faculty and the gradu- 
ates and advanced students of the school will 
furnish us plenty of first-class material. On 
the other hand, the lyceum and chautauqua 
platform will furnish an outlet for the school, 
so that we can assure a professional position 
for those who are prepared and wisb for a 
public career.”

had been made over and readjustment 


plate the reversion of the lines thereto 
is, in our estimation, unthinkable. 

We believe, now that the Govern- 
ment has taken them over as a war 
measure, that there is every reason 
that it should hold onto them, AND 
NONE AT ALL WHY THEY SHOULD 
BE HANDED BACK TO THEIR IN- 
COMPETENT OWNERS AFTER THE 
WAR. 

But there are many conservative, 
well-balanced and well-meaning peo- 
ple who entertain serious doubts 
that the United States has risen to a 
point where we can have honest, dis- 
interested, nonpolitical ownership of 
the carriers.

Selected 


Columbus, 0., Jan, 12.—The Grand Circuit 
Stewards assembled in this city Monday and 
Tuesday of this week for their annual 109'8 
meeting, which was the largest in point of at- 
tendance tbe circuit bas ever held. Harmooy 
reigned thruout the entire two days’ session, 
which came to a close Tuesday evening wiih 
the adoption of the schedule of 1918 dates, the 
re-election of old officers for another year, tLe 
putting of the proposition of the three-beat plaa 
up to the individual associations witbout tak- 
ing action for or against, and the passing of 
a resolution recommending the amalgamation 
of the American Trotting Association, the Na- 
tional Trotting Association and the American 
Trotting Register Association under one govecn- 
ing head. 


For the first time in several seasons eve-y 
association had a personal representative pres 
ent. The meeting proper did not take place 
until Tuesday, Monday being devoted to the 
transaction of the preliminary work of the 
Schedule and Rules Committees, 


The driving club at Detroit baving disbanded 
there was no representative from there at the 
meeting. Readville, Mass., and Toledo were 
represented, and were given dates in the circuit, 
Toledo taking Detroit's place. But little argu- 
ment marked the arrangement of dates, the 
new member at Toledo giving way to Kalama- 
zoo for the week following the opening at North 
Randall. As arranged the circuit provides for 
fifteen weeks of racing, beginning at North 
Randall July 8, which is one week earlier than 
the circuit has opened in the past. The extra 
week will be filled by Readville, a suburb of 
Boston, which has come back after being out 
of the circuit for several seasons. Communica- 
tions were received from the members at De- 
troit and Goshen announcing the giving up of 
their franchises, the latter town having re- 
tained its membership, but baving been an in 
active member since 1911. Their $500 member- 
ship fees were ordered returned, but the mem- 
bersbip of Grand Rapids was ordered forfeited 
owing to nonpayment of purses in 1916. The 
dates for the coming season are as follows:

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 12.—Behind a closed 
door session of the State Board of Agriculture 
Wednesday Jchn Isenbarger, of North Man- 
chester, was named president of the Board, suc 
ceeding Leonard B. Clore, who is now a resident 
of Louisville, Ky.

CANADIAN RY. REGULATIONS 


Governing Special Train Movements in | 


The Fillhoard fs just in reeeipt of a letter 
from W. M. Neil. general secretary of the 
Panadian Railway Association for National De- 
fense,. enclosing a copy of the regulations gov- 
erning the operation of special trains on rail- 
wars in Canada during 1918. The regulations 
show the action of 1917 and for this year as 
follows: Orange demonstrations, prohibited last 
year and in 1918: theatrical brsiness, prohtb- 
ite? test year and in 1918; excursions, 
prohibited both years; race (public to 
and from), probibited last year and this: race 
horsemen, prohibited both years; conventions 
(te and from), prohibited both years: circus, 
street fair, midway, tent shows, limited opera- 
tion and only upon request of Minister of Agri- 
enlture, anproved by Board of Railway Com- 
missioners in 1917 and prohibited in 1918: agri 
enltural exhibitions for general public, limited 
service. 50 per cent reduction in 147 and lim- 
ited service for 1918: fall fairs. limited service, 
90 per cent reduction from 1916 in 1917 and 
limited service in 1918: public holidays, only 
necessary sections of regular trains or special 
trains to relieve regular or altered schedules 
to meet requirements of travel in 1918: and any 
tyne or class of ousiness requiring special train 
service not covered in Regulation No. 508. of 
which the above is a part pertaining to amuse- 
ments, probibited entirely in 1918.

Easily Bests Oscar Mathiesen, 
Who Has Been Heralded as 
the Undefeated Euro- 
pean Champion 


Robert McLean, a product of Humboldt Park, 
Chicago, Won the world’s professional ice speed 
shating Champiouship from Oscar Mathiesen, who 
bas been beralded all over this country as the 
undefeated European champion, in one of the 
most uninteresting matcbes ever witnessed for 
u big title. Tbe affair was beld in Chicago at 
the Areva Rink, on the North Side, and no doubt 
would bave attracted a record breaking house 
had not the terrible storm interfered. 

McLean bas been doing fancy ekating over 
the country at the various amusement places, 
and for the last year bas been the big drawing 
card at the College Inn, 

Oscar Mathiesen came to this country about 
a year ago with a record of never having been 
defeated in thirteen years of competition, and 
was said to be the greatest long distance skater 
Europe had ever sent to this country 

The first night's racing at the Arena proved 
the dopesters were wrong, for McLean practical 
ly made a runawey affair of it in every race, the 
first of which was the 220 yards, the second at 
one mile and the third two miles Monday 
evening's racing at the same place was at +4 
half nile, three quarters and the three mile; the 
frst and last going to McLean, while Mathiesen 
contented himself with capturing the second and 
winning that event because McLean fell and was 
put out of commission for several minutes,

Here in Massachusetts there 
are all kinds of chances for the boys to get on 
with me in races, but they all set their prices 
too high, They should know that they can't get 
the same money in a small rink like they can in 
a large one, 1 bave made all kinds of offers to 
many rinks, and have also teld them to set 
their own price, but again no answers, 

“I have beaten the skaters east of New York 
so many times in the last ten years that the 
only way 1 can get races now is to take them in 
teams of three to five and give them a big handi 
eap, flying starts, and I go the whole distance 
alone (ten miles). I have not lost a race of this 
kind yet. 

“If you publish my letter I hope it will wake 
up some rink managers to the fact that «tamps, 
paper, ink and time cost money to akaters, and 
it does a rink manager no credit to issue chal 
lepves and then not answer letters. This method 
at present is not what I call encouraging the 
skating game, and has helped the downfall of 
skating bers in the East as much as anything.”

Carlyle Blackwell gives a fine impersonation 
of Alexander Hamilton and invests the charac- 
ter with the magnetic charm and dignity that 
kept the famous statesman a popular idol even 
after the publication of his love letters. Arthur 
Ashley is quite as successful as Aaron Burr, 
playing with a debonair recklessness that al- 
ways suggests underlying power. 


As the notorious Mrs. Reynolds, who permits 
Clingman, her real husband, to make her the 
pawn to drag Hamilton to ruin, Miss Elvidge 
has a role that offers her exceptional opportuni- 
ties. Excellent types have been selected for the 
historical characters, 

The Beautiful Mrs. Reynolds is brilliant 
drama, swift moving, humanly interesting and 
well presented.—M, D.

TO EXHIBITOR DIRECT” PLAN 


Eve Pettijohn Describes New System of “Direct 
Sales” for Marketing Films Agreed On at Wash- 
ington Convention Recently—Urges United 
Action and Seeks Suggestions 


A great convention of the Allied Exhibitors’ 
Organizations of practically every State and 
latge city in the Union was held in Washington, 
PD. C., December 11 and 12, 1917. That con- 
vention considered and passed many _  con- 
structive measures which will permanently bene- 
fit the entire industry. That convention heard a 
new plan from five independent producers for 
marketing films direct from producer to ex- 
hibitor. 


That convention unanimously agreed that the 
principle of direct dealing between producer and 
exhibitor is correct, and a committee was se- 
lected then and there to consider details and 
work out a plan with these five producers. 


The undersigned was requested to send tele- 
grams (82 in number) into the various States 
where the addresses of prominent exhibitors and 
various officers of the exhibitors’ organizations 
were known by the undersigned. 

Over seventy favorable answers were received, 
and many suggestions and ideas, which have 
been invaluable in working out the details, were 
offered. 

These five producers will pay the expenses of 
two or more prominent exhibitors to attend meet- 
ings called by exhibitors for the purpose of tak- 
ing up this plan and to then and there explain 
details and to represent. both the exhibitors and 
producers in the closing of contracts to put this 
plan into effect at the earliest possible moment. 

These same five independent producers, whose 
proposition was approved, realize and fully un- 
derstand from communications thus far received 
from prominent exhibitors that they must make 
special feature attractions, based upon stories 
with box-office values. 

As a matter of fact these same men have made 
and are making some of the greatest special 
features ever distributed, and exhibitors have 
been buying them at very’ high prices thru 
present distributing methods. Under this pian 
these five companies will COMPETE with each 
other. Their profits are not to be divided, and 
the company making a highly successful feature 
will enjoy alone the producer’s profits therefrom. 
These men CAN, and they have pledged them- 
selves to make pictures with box-office values 
and drawing powers under this ‘‘direct sales’’ 
plan, 

Let us stop at this point and consider some 
of the features these companies have made and 
consider the merit of their productions. 

The Frohman Amusement Company made: 
God’s Man, with H. B. Warner as a star; The 
Witching Hour, with C. Aubrey Smith; Con- 
quest of Canaan, with Edith Taliaferro; Jaffrey, 
with C, Aubrey Smith; Then I’ll Come Back To 
You, with Jack Sherrill and Alice Brady; Body 
and Soul, and others.

Robert Warwick and Elaine Hammerstein, in 
The Silent Master, directed by Leonce Perret 
and released by Selznick; One Hour, with Zena 
Keefe and Allen Hale, released by M. H. Hoff- 
man 

All of the above pictures were produced by 
Mr. Rapf during thé year 1917. Mr. Rapf is at 
present releasing a wonderful picture, with 
Florence Reed as star, entitled The Struggle 
Everlastinc.

The Triumph Film Company, of which Joseph 
A. Golden is president, has made a wonderful 
lot of good pictures. Mr. Golden is one of the 
oldest producers in the game, and his present 
company owns one of the most complete studios 
and finest laboratories in the East. As to the 
quality of pictures that might be expected from 
Mr. Golden’s company, I can mention some of 
his past productions, such as: The Law of Com 
pensation, with Norma Talmage; Redemption 
with Evelyn Nesbit; The Libertine, with John 
Mason and Alma Hanlon; Pearl White, in sev- 
eral features; The Price, with Helen Ware. 

To go back to some of his early pictures, 
which were among the first successes of the 
screen, I might mention: Oliver Twist, with Nat 


Goodwin; Resurrection, with Blanche Walsh; 
Monte Cristo, with James O'Neill, and many 
others. 


I desire to here outline in greater detail 
exactly what these producers bave in mind and 


those elements which, in my opinion, should ap- 
peal to the bodies of exhibitors thruout the 
country, 

These manufacturers propose to manufacture 
and release fifty-two pictures a year, one each 
week. 

These manufacturers are ready and willing fo 
enter into DIRECT BUSINESS RELATIONS 


with the exhibitor to the end that the large 
cost and profit incident to the present methods 
of distribution of special feature films may be 
eliminated, and they offer to the exhibitor their 
combined product upon terms which are as 
follows: 


The pictures shall cost, together with prints, 
not less than $25,000 and not more than $50,000, 
the cost to be certified to by the manufacturer 
by his sworn statement, 


To the gross cost the manufacturer shall add 
a sum equal to 2 per cent, which shall be his 
guaranteed minimum profit. This will make the 
gross cost of the pictures range from $:F1,250 to 
$62,500. This gross cost shall be taken up by 
all the forty-eight States in proportion to a just 
division, based upon its number of theaters, 
number of cities, population, and all other data 
that goes to make up a fair quota for each State. 
Each State will have its allotment based upon 
this fair division, and the exhibitors of each 
State will absorb the quota assigned to them. 

All revenue derived from the distribution in 
excess of the minimum quota in each State shall 
be divided between the manufacturer making

Mitchell made her stage debut with the renowned 
Joseph Jefferson, appearing in a part in Rip Van 
Winkle. She co-starred a few years later in Wil- 
liam A. Brady‘s successful musical comedy, All 
Around Chicago, and then «tarred in her own 
production, Crazy Patch. Her greatest success 
was attained in vandeville. Tony Prstor’s, in 
14th street, New York, was the scene of her first 
appearance as a vaudeville artiste, and from 
that time until her retirement, fifteen years 
ago, she remained one of the stars of the vaude- 
ville stage. For a time «he appeared with Della 
Pox in a sister act. She was the first woman 
to join the White Rats.

less of what it might be. To his credit, be it 
said, that he did that very thing. Everybody 
who wanted to had an opportunity to voice his 
sentiments, and, as a result, complete under- 
standing and accord prevail. 


Joseph G. Ferari then told of the meeting in 
Chicago and of the work that bad been ac- 
complished to date toward a New York branch. 

H. F. MeGarvie, president of the Bronx Ex- 
position, spoke at length on the uplift of the 
show business and the essential need of or- 
ganization in the outdoor show business. He 
maintained that this city was the center of the 
universe, a* far as the show business is con- 
cerned, and the right and proper place for the 
Eastern branch, and felt sure it would be snp 
ported by the outdoor showmen of the city in 
a’most substantial fashion, 


Tobias Keppler, a lawyer, known to all in the 
outdoor show business, told of the difference 
between the fraternal, social and the business 
organization. He being a member of the Show- 
men's League of America and the National Out- 
door Showmen's Avsociation permitted him to 
speak most intimately on his subject. 

George H. Hamilton was the laugh and ap- 
plause hit of the evening. His intimate knowl- 
e’ge of all kinds of show businevs permitted 
him to tell facts, relate experiences and to 
bring out humor intent in the business and to 
grill the bammer throwers, He closed his talk 
by making a report as to what progress had 
heen made toward securing a suitable location 
for the proposed clubrooms, 

J. Augustus Jones, the circus man, was in 
fovor of a New York branch, but thought that 
all the affairs should be under the supervision 
of the mother lodge. He closed with remarks 
about the outdoor business in general. When 
he said that the carnival men had the circus 
men beaten a mile, and that be was looking for 
the best general agent in the carnival business, 
as he wanted to get in it and get some of the 
money. was a signal for much applanse. 

Al Holstein was a little bit dubious about 
this being the time to organize a branch, but 
was willing to abide by the decision of the 
magerity and would heartily support their de- 
ciston. 

David Epstein spoke at some length as to the 
Eastern braach, and proved that he was with it 


before the evening was over by his donation, as 
uid many others, 


Joseph G, Kempfner made a very short, to 
the point, address. He said that he was a char- 
ter member of the Showmen’s League, and that 
he was going to follow its dictates to the very 
letter in this matter of an Eastern branch ia 
particular. 

Harry Raver then told how the moving p'‘c- 
ture industry had suffered for the lack of proper 
organization, and expressed himself in full ac- 
cord with the wishes of those assembled for 
an Eastern organization, and offered Lis moral 
and financial support to put it over. 


At this time Mr. Levitt read telegrams from 
Harry Dunkle, Cleveland; Sam Mechanic, Phila- 
delphia, and Claude and Gordon Bostock, New 
York, in which all expressed themselves in fa- 
vor of an Eastern branch. 


George L. Dobyns told of the crying need of 
a place for the showmen to meet in New York 
for social and business meetings and a place 
that they might call home, 

Albert Gorman, the free act performer, spoke 
from the free act standpoint, and closed by say- 
ing that he wae ready and willing to take off bis 
coat and go to it for the good of those in the 
outdoor profession, 

Guy Weadick mentioned the hardships, char- 
itableness and lack of appreciation that was 
shown the followers of the profession. Ile won 
a loud band when he proposed that if the or- 
ganization was perfected it should give a big 
benefit at the New York Hippodrome, or some 
theater, for the benefit of the Showmen’s League 
of America, and that he was for it, and bis 
services were available whenever wanted, 


Edward F. Carruthers was then introduced by 
the Chair, and was given a rousing band. He 
told of his mission from Chicago to New York, 
and read a letter from Join B. Warren sanc- 
tioned by the Showmen's League of America, 

The resolution was then offered, and carried 
rousingly and unanimously. Subscriptions were 
then invited, and the response was enthusiastic, 
immediate and generous. Nearly twelve hundred 
dollars was raised in voluntary donations, not 
one of the donors stipulating that his offering 
covered initiation fees or dnes, so the branch 
starts off with a splendid financial prospect, 

Edward White acted as temporary secretary 
and treasurer, and made a very efficient one, 
The meeting sdjourned to meet again at the 
same hour and place Saturday, January 19, when 
officers will be elected and organization per- 
fected, 

The government of the branch will rest in an 
executive committee, elected by members of 
the branch, of ten, five of whom will be elected 
next Saturday night and five appointed by the 
mother lodge. The chairman of the executive 
committee, elected by members of the branch, 
will be its head, He cannot be designated as 
president, because the use of that term ia re- 
stricted to the head of the league. He should 
— a more fitting and descriptive title. Ex- 
ecutive chairman is’ unwieldy. Ontsiders will 
be apt to infer that it is an office of subordinate, 
lesser or even inferior rank, hence it is m!-- 
leading, not to say erroneous, To adopt it will 
be a mistake, so The Billboard anggests the 
following designations fer consideration: Gov- 
ernor, Calif, Cadi, Sheik, Provost or any synonym 
of these.

to gay that after his return to the organization 
he had closed the George Fuller Golden Book 
Fund. The Associated Actresses’ organization, 
he said, hid been merged with the White Rats 
and he did not exactly know the status of the 
Chemung Amusement Corperation. On June 6, 
1916, he said, the Associated Actors’ Corporation 
had been dissolved by vote of the White Rats. 

The referee inquired if he understood rightly 
that the Associated Actors’ Corporation bought 
stock in all the subsidiary concerns, 

Mountford replied in the affirmative, and 
added: ‘The officers of the White Rats’ Union 
decided the best way to find work for its mem- 
bers was by purchasing stock In booking agencies 
and theaters in all parte of the country. For 
this purpose the Associated Actors was formed 
and the stock was sold to the White Rats’ 
Actors’ Tn'on and the members, with the under- 
standing that the Associated Actors’ would re- 
purchase the stock whenever members of the 
White Rats were pressed for money.” 

The referee inquired at what price the re- 
purchase was to be made, Mountford replied 
that it was to be repurchased at par, the pur 
chase price, The stock of the A, A. had proved 
60 valuable that it paid 52 per cent the first 
year, 26 per cent the second year and 16 per 
cent the third year, 

Then Mountford sald be had left the organiza- 
tion. That was in June, 1911, and did not re 
turn until May, 1916, 

The referee asked then how much cash the 
union invested in the A. A., and Mountford said

ho thought the amount was between $10,000 and 
£11,000, 

The referee then asked if there were any books 
to show how much the union bad sunk in the 
various corporations, 

“I'd like to know myself,”’ said Mountford. 
“They would never bave lost a cent under my 
management.** 

“But, did any of these corporations make any 
money during their existence?’ asked Mr. Sa- 
vinsky, 

; ‘ountford said that he understood they all loxt 
money, but that when he left the organization 
in 1911 they were all paying big dividends 

Mountford then spoke of the formation of the 
White Rate’ Realty Corporation. He said he 
had been opposed to having this organization and 
the Actors’ Union operated jointly. On his re- 
turn to the organization in 1916, he said, he had 
been successful in baving the two divorced. 

He was asked by the referee how be bad ac 
omplished this. 

“That is a long story.”’ replied Monntford. 
“When I found both organizations were bankrupt 
1 recommended that they go thru bankruptey. 
This suggestion was opposed and I contemplated 
resigning again. Then I made up my mind to 
pull it thru and started ont to find out what the 
espenses were. As a result members were 
charged &5 a year for the nse of the cloh, and 
from then on the two organizations just naturally 
separated."’

The resolntion to form the White Eats’ Realty 
Company aod finance the same with White Rats* 
funds had been passed on Angst 1. 1911 (dur 
ine his absence), That resolution had said that 
the Realty Corporation should be financed by the 
White Rats Union, but had been passed in 
star chamber proceedings and never put up to 
the members. 

Prior to that date the actors’ money had been 
used by Waters for the purposes of the Realty 
orperation, for he, in July, had paid $15 000 
for the lease by a check drawn on the White 
Rats’ Actors’ Union, signed by W. W. Waters, 
os Secretary-treasurer, and countersigned by 
John P Hilt. This proceeding. Mountferd sald, 
had been sanctioned by the White Rats’ at- 
torners, Malavinsky and O'Brien, and the Board 
of Directors.

In order to make up the gross allotment there 
must be secured in the United States 2,700 days 
of bookings per picture,

All amounts received in excess of these quotas

You can readily see that all the receipts above 
the minimum quota above outlined would tend 
to reduce still further the cost to each exbibitor 
for the service by reason of the rebates and the 
profits contemplated, 


I suggest to you that this matter is of suf- 
ficient importance to exhibitors to warrant their 
earliest attention, and that the proj >r way to 
bring it before them Would be at an exhibitors’ 
meeting, either thru the State organization or 
thru any organization you might suggest. 

Let us have you answer to the next para- 
graph as soon as possible. 

Let us know bow soon a meeting can be called, 
and, if possible, [ will arrange to either be 
present myself or have some prominent exhibitor 
present who ean fully explain and who will 
also have authority to arrange details, submit 
contracts, ete., in order that this plan may .be 
put into immediate effect. 


These producers have the necessary financial 
stalulity and organization to put this proposition 
over and furnish exhibitors permanent relief 
for one release each week for a beginutng, and 
as many additional releases as are required thru 
future developments of this plan. Exhibitors 
will be consulted as to the plans of production, 
class of stories, directors, ete. All that is now 
asked of the exhibitors of each State or section 
ix for them to arrange, with th® assistance and 
direction of this office, for their own distributing 
channels and to select THEMSELVES an ex- 
hibitor or distributor te route film for them, a 
man who ig satisfactory to THEM. This consti- 
tutes the exhibitors’ part of this plan to elimi. 
nate waste and unnecessary expense, 

Have you any criticism for this plan? Can 
you suggest anything better from your own 
standpoint? Can you offer anything in addition? 


Let us have your criticisms, comments and in- 
formation on this subject. 


This is a ‘sincere plan to bridge the gap be 
tween the two permanent brancues of -the in- 
dustry. The producers are ready. Let the ex- 
hibitors in each State unite on this plan and 
wipe out the present distributing abuges, viz.: 
WASTE, ADVANCE DEPOSITS, UNNATURAL 
COMPETITION, INFLATED RENTALS, LACK 
OF VARIETY OF PRODUCTIONS, MAD 
SORAMBLE OF MANUFACTURER TO RUSH 
“REELS OF FILM” RATHER THAN FINISHED 
PRODUCT, and MANY OTHERS,

EARLY CLOSING ORDER VIEWED 
AS REAL BLOW BY THEATER

and the theaters might just as well begin at 
7 o'clock as 8 o'clock. In New York, however, It 
is different. Most of the people do not get home 
from work until about 7 o'clock in the eveninz. 
and if the theaters were to begin at the same 
time that the people reach their bomes it would 
Naturally affect the business seriously. The fue! 
which is saved every night by following the 
order of the Fuel Administrator and not lighting 
the electric signs is really very little in com- 
parison with the revenue which the Government 
is deriving from the direct taxes levied on thea- 
ter tickets, and if anything is done to reduce 
theater going the amount of these taxes would 
naturally be reduced, too. The theaters have 
been a great aid in the Liberty Loan and the 
Red Cross campaigns, and nothing should be done 
to interfere with them in aiding this work. 
Another Liberty Loan campaign is coming on 
ang the theaters will, as usual, be called upon 
to do their share. The distances in New York 
from down town to uptown and back again are 
so long that at least one hour must be allowed 
for the people to reach their homes and get back 
again to the theater."’ 

This opinion calls for little comment, except 
that the Sbuberts take a more optimistic view 
of the situation in Massachusetts than do the 
theater men of that State. They are up in 
arms against the order, are making vigorous 
protests, and are declaring that the order will 
mean theater ruin there. 

While no early clesing order has passed out 
in New York as yet there is every indication 
that the order is coming. State Fuel Ad- 
ministrater Wiggin hes already advanced a plan 
which would elaborate on the Massachusetts 
order. This plan contemplates the closing of 
Broadway picture houses, saloons, dance hala 
billiard balls, bowling alleys and other places 
of amusement at 10 o'clock. 

Much hag been dene since the beginning of 
this country's entry into the war to lay the 
theatrical bueiness prostrate. This new danger 
is just one more blow, and theater men, while 
nerving themselves to stand up under the new 
onler, are asking themselves: “What will they 
do next?” 


New York, January 14.—The theatrical men of 
this city, stirred by the impending order for an 
eatly closing of theaters and the possibility of 
an edict forcing to close three days a week, have 
retained William Travers Jerome to take up the 
cudgel in their defense. It will be his duty to 
show the fuel administration that the hampering 
of the theaters in apy such way woukl be worse 
than folly. The theater men are joined in their 
protest by the restaurant men of the city, whe 
beld a meeting yesterday and also voted te 
delegate their interests in the matter to M: 
Jerome.

ings to feel the effect of the terrific storm, after 
it had done waterial damage at Camp Wheeler, 
a short distance from bere. The building was 
crushed, and those animals which did not escape 
were killed or injured. Two monkeys and a wild 
cat were known to have been killed. One kan 
gareo Was injured and escaped, but was captured 
Saturday morning. A cage of liews was killed 
with the exception of one beast, which escaped, 
but was later caught and placed in another cage. 
Two circus employees, one white and one coloret, 
were in the building when it was crushed apd 
were covered with bricks and timbers, The 
white boy was only slightly burt, while the col 
ored bey had bis left leg broken and may have 
to have it amputated. Some of the shew para 
pbernalia was also damaged. 

The grand stand aml buildings destroyed will 
be replaced with permanent brick and concrete 
structures,

Are we only a selfish, greedy industry? 

A long, tearful letter from a lady exhibitor (a widow past sixty 
years of age, which came into the hands of the Secretary of the Allied 
Legislative Committee) contains this extract: 

“My last dollar was put into my little theatre, the only house in a 
town of 1,500. My ONLY son managed it well, but he went to War in 
August. Film service was high, then the Admission Tax lessened my 
receipts. I was making seven to ten dollars a week profit when the Film 
Company added $4.50 a week reel Tax to my film bills. Since then I 
lost money every day and now I must close up. For God’s sake, won’t 
your Committee act quick and help me? I support two grandchildren 
and 1 want to keep them with me.” 

Many more such letters are coming in every day. Houses are running 
two days where they ran a week a year ago. Twenty-four theatres out 
of eighty are closed in Indianapolis, and so it is throughout the land. 
The small Theatre cannot live and the small Theatre is the backbone of 
the Industry. Most of these small theatre owners never made any money. 
Often their theatre is a side line. Often it is run just because they love 
pictures themselves and want to give the small community the oppor- 
tunity and benefit of pictures. They educate picturegoers and feed the 
large Theatres in large places. They give the little town the cheer and 
comfort of pictures in time of War, blessings, joy, travel, education and 
culture in times of Peace. . 

Let us ask ourselves, Exhibitors and Producers, each one individu- 
ally, are we so self-centered, greedy and shortsighted not to respond to 
these appeals from so many? Is there not a spark of fraternal feeling 
between us who are making the “silent thought” our life’s.work? Shall 
this old lady of three-score years, whose sun is “somewhere in France,” 
giving perhaps his life to save our own homes and firesides and the pre- 
cious heritage of liberty, go unaided? Is there no way to a:d or help her? 
Shall the lights of civilization in the small town'go out? Are we big 
enough: to forget self long enough to aid the weak sister and brother 
exhibitor? 

WHO IS TO BLAME? . There is but one answer, THE EXHIBITOR 
WHO WILL NOT ORGANIZE WITH HIS FELLOW EXHIBITOR. 

» YOU, the disorganized Exhibitors, are to blame for the present in- 
equitable Tax’Law, for the Advance Deposit System, the high-salaried 
Star, the small theatre going out of business and all the ills of the In- 
dustry... Let us see if it is true. View-our present economic conditions 

*by the concrete example that follows,’ based.on an entirely different 
angle.- Let every Exhibitor make-his own deduction from this actual 
statement of:facts and then answer. If’all the Exhibitors were together 
in one great fraternity would the present evils exist? Are you, Mr. 
Exhibitor, ready to do your best to help solve this problem? 

The writer was privileged to interview several large producers about 
two .weeks ago, among whom was a Producer whom I> believe 
and know to bea fair man, who wants to play the game so that both 
the Producer and Exhibitor can live, who only wants to make a decent 
living and. who docsn’t want it all. I said to him: “You do not understand 
the Exhibitor, you sit at this desk in New York and dictate impossible 
things to a Branch Manager. You really pay this Manager a percent- 
age on how many drops of blood and pounds of flesh you can take off of 
the Exhibitor, and that’s all dead wrong, because there should be fair 
and equitable co-operation between the Exhibitor and Producer.” *~ 

This Producer turned on me with fire in his voice and said: “‘The Ex- 
hibitor forces us to take the last dollar he has for film service. You make 
of us crooks because you prefer to deal with the unfair-Producer. You 
want to be humbugged. The Exhibitor lies when he says that our Com- 
pany does not want to co-operate. How can we when the ‘Exhibitor 
encourages the unfair Producer in all kinds of disreputable and ruinous 
methods of trade? Let me give you some facts. Three years' ago we 
made a picture that cost $15,000.00 to produce, our Jeading Star was 
paid $75.00 a week and we rented that film to the Exhibitor. at a very 
reasonable rate and we and the Exhibitors both made a nice lot of 
money out of. that picture. 

“There is a producing company that wants to hog it all.. They are 
trying to get ali of the big Stars in million-dollar pictures and you are 
expected to pay the million. They. expect-to contro] the film business and 
are.even buying up theatres with the idea of owning all pictures and all 
theatres... ° . 

“We and the.Exhibitor popularized this particular Star. We had 
raised her’salary from‘time/to time until she was getting $1,000.00 a 
week. Now. comes the GREEDY PRODUCER and offers this, our best, 
Star $6,000.00 a week. .We are shocked! We have heen making film a 
good many years and we know we can’t pay it and that the Exhibitor 
can’t pay the advance in film service necessary to pay the salary. We 
have been selling the Star in regular program We would like to keep 
her, so we ask you Exhibitors to pay US more for the pictures in which 
this Star appears, and you call us robbers. Nevertheless, though you 
won't pay us, vou pay the GREEDY Company, so we must let the tar 
go-to the GREEDY Producer, and what happens? He puts her 
under a new brand with much publicity noise. Clever-tongued sales- 
men tell you that greater pictures, super de luxe supers, are coming. He 
asks you Exhibitors for a big Advance Deposit and you sign a contract 


that means you are going to lose money. We did not ask you for a 
deposit when we had the Star and you could quit us any time. This 
GREEDY Producer made you finance him before he would give you 
that Star. You paid him three times more for the picture than you 
would us, because he gold bricked you with a lot of nice hot air. 

“When the picture came out it was not half as good as the pictures 
we were making with that Star. Is that fair? Is that co-operation? 
We want to co-operate, but how can we co-operate when you exhibitors 
fall for that kind of bunk? 

“We are not afraid of the organized Exhibitor. We know that a 
large organized body will treat us right. We want you organized against 
just such unfair methods of business, but if you Exhibitors can’t organ- 
ize yourselves together and protect your own business we are lost, and 
this Industry is going from bad to worse, and Mr. Greedy Producer will 

et us all.” 
° Mr. Exhibitor, what is the answer? There are a dozen Producers who 
are almost praying to heaven that the Exhibitors will organize into the 
right kind of co-operative action. There are a dozen big Producers who 
want to play the game absolutely fair and syuare, who want a chance 


.to live and let live, who are against paying unlimited salaries, who are 


against the Advance Deposit and in favor of a cash method of trade and 
who are just as interested in the welfare of the Exhibitor as any Ex- 
hibitor is in his own welfare, because they know the Exhibitor must 
prosper if the producer prospers, but they are helpless, their hands are 
tied by one thing—THE DISORGANIZED EXHIBITOR. 

We, the Organized Exhibitors, again—right now—call upon you, the 
Disorganized Exhibitor, to join us. A great Convention was held in 
Washington December 11 and 12 of all Allied Exhibitors’ Organizations. 
We have an Allied Exhibitors’ Legislative Committee ready to work for 
you, and a:k Congress to relieve us from the ruinous Taxation that is 
upon us. Are you going to co-operate? We have an Amalgamation 
Committee that wants to bring the best thought and best methods of 
business into a new fraternity of Exhibitors. The past is gone and 
forgotten. All Exhibitors have pledged to stand by each other. We 
know that the Exhibitor must bring the Industry out of this Chaos of 
distrust and selfishness, but we also know a few are not enough, we must 
have the majority. We want you, the disorganized exhibitor, to join us. 
For years some of us have preached the Gospel of Organization to the 
end that this Industry might be permanent, standardized and commur- 
cialized. We are now ready to amalgamate into one great national body. 

We have always been right, and we offer the only hope now. 
In one day the Exhibitors of this country could eliminate all the abuses 
from within and without the Industry. No relief will come in any other 
way except thru the organized Exhibitors Go to the meetings, call 
meetings, organize, take the initiative. Instead of letting a greedy and 
unfair Producer take a thousand dollars away from you in Advance 
Deposits put a five, ten or fifty into your State and National Organization 
and let us all take a stand together. Become active yourself. You, the Dis- 
organized Exhibitor, heretofore the stumbling block to progress, now 


‘may become the stepping stone to progress. We, who have always be- 
lieved in the organized force of exhibitors, want you to join hands with 


us so that we can be a greater force and work faster with you as our 
helper 

We must make the GREEDY Producer come down to earth. We 
must say he shall not take a Star away from a fair dealing Producer to 
make million-dollar pictures for us to pay for and nobody to come to 
see.. We must pick out the fair Producer and encourage him.

“are. Neither can a few Exhibitors. We are now together as in one 


body. ‘We.want to make it greater. We need immediate action We 
have pledged at our Washington Convention to stand together, exhibitor 
for exhibitor... Get in now. Get in quick. Let us work fast. 
Don’t.care how big an Exhibitor you are, how busy you are or how 
much .money you are making or how much you are losing, 
Jou. owe-~it to the whole Industry to send in your name to your 
organization headquarters and‘let us know that you are willing and anx- 
ious to help. It 1s your business and no one but you will attend to it. 
We, the organized Exhibitors, don’t get a penny for this work, but on 
the other hand it costs us money. We are ready to give more time and 
spend more money. Are you? It will be worth everything to ug all to 
get together.. No one is looking for any honors; there are none: all we 
want is a decent living out of our business, which we are entitled to, and 
we are going to get it, but we will get justice only thru force of Organi- 
zation. Our weakness heretofore has been because we are not organized 
large enough. Let our New Year's Resolution be organization of all 
Exhibitors immediately, and then there will be rendered to the Exhibitor 
what is the Exhibitor's and to the Producer what is the Producer's 
Let's help the little Theatre, let’s help the lady Exhibitor of three- 
score years and help ourselves and then anybody can have my job.
